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The amendment received 10 June 2005 has been made of record. Claims 1-19. 
21, 23 and 24 are pending. 

The finality of the previous office action is withdrawn. Prosecution on the merits is 
hereby reopened. 

The indicated allowability of claims 1 1-15 contained in the previous office action 
is withdrawn upon further consideration. 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 11-15 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

These claims recite a property, surface resistance after heating, without 
specifying what ingredients and/or processes are sufficient to achieve this property. This 
lack of guidance to one of ordinary skill in the art is seen as merely an invitation to 
experiment. 

The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

Claims 11-15 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, because the 
specification, while being enabling for molded products subjected to high voltage 
treatment, does not reasonably provide enablement for all compositions and treated 
compositions which may possess the claimed property. The specification does not 
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enable any person skilled in the art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly 
connected, to produce the invention commensurate in scope with these claims. 

Claims 1-10, 16-19, 21, 23 and 24 are allowed.
